Calgary, June 1.—The Imperial Oil 
company, Canadian branch of the Stan- 
dard Oil company, has two representa- 
tives here makimg daily reports on the 
oll situation. It has been learned 
from an authoritative source that the 
Imperial company is planning to ship 
the oll from the Dingman well, If pro- 
duced in quantities, to its new refinery 
plant on Burrard inlet, near Vancouver, 
fC, This ofl, which ts of a high 
quality, will be utilized for mixing with 
cruder oils imported from California 
and Chill. By using the oil from the 
Calgary field, a large sum will be 
saved because of the difference in the 
freight rates, It is also prattically 
certain that, should the oll fields prove 
extensive, the Imperial company, will 
establish here a huge refinery, r 

Tomorrow the Dingman well will be 
uncapped and baling operations will be 
commenced again in earnest. The 
drillers are now fixing the boiler and 
installing a large 12,000-gallon tank. 
According to Managing Director Ding- 
man, over 140 barrels of oil have al- 
ready been taken from the well and 
the oll has been retailed to automobile 
users in Calgary and other cities at 
about $13.00 per barrel, This 1s prob- 
ably the highest price that has ever 
been paid for crude oil, the product 
from the wells of California costing 
only from $1.00 to $2.50 per barrel. 
Hlowever, until the regular pumping 
apparatus and two-inch tubing arrives 
from Pittsburg, !t will be almost im- 
possible to ascertain the daily output 
from the well and whether or not the 
flow is a permanent one. 

There is at present about 2,500 feet 
of oll in the well and beneath this vast 
column of fluid, is a tremendous pres- 
sure of gas, At 8:30 on Friday night, 
it was stated that the meter at the 
well registered a pressure of 250 pounds 
and the drillers fear that the cap may 
be blown from the top if this pressure 
becoines any greater.

LONDON PAPERS DEMAND

INTO SINKING OF SHIP.} 


Lordon, June 1.—The disaster to the 
Empress of Ireland filled the Sunday 
papers, whilst this morning's journals 
continue to publish columns upon col- 
umns of the catastrophe, and of the 
istories told by the survivors. The 
editorial comments continue to empha- 
| size the need for the most pressing in- 
‘vestigation, the Sunday Observer urg- 
ing that the story as now told demands 
a stern inquiry into the manner of 
navigation of the Storstad. 

The Shipping Gazette says: 

“It is doubtful if we take advantage 
of every invention which science af- 
fords for navigation {n fog, There will 
be a public demand for the adoption 
of steps which will, under the most 
severe penalties, ensure careful nayi- 
gation in fog.” 

There is a general disposition on the 
part of editorial writers in the moru-

SEVERAL PERSONS ARE 
SAVED BY ONE OF THE 
MEMBERS OF THE CREW, 


Montreal, June 1,—Staff Captain 
MecAmmond of Toronto relates how at- 
tempts were made by one of the crew 
of the Empress to pick up survivors 
from the water, Who the man was 
Captain McAmmond did not know, but 
evidently saved several lives. 

“As the Empress went down,” says 
the captain, “I clung to the taffrail and 
hung over ‘the vessel's stern, As she 
sunk I was dragged down into the 
water, but was immediately forced up 
again, Down I went again; again 1 
came up. Finally I managed to swim 
clear and succeeded in reaching an 
overturned lifeboat, There were sev- 
eral such, A man was already cling- 
ing to the boat and he helped me to 
geta firm hold. We floated along with 
the boat until we reached another. 
Holding to this we found a member 
of the crew. It was a collapsible, and 
under his instructions we were able to 
get it righted and use the oars, We 
rowed about for some time, under the 
man's instructions, and picked several 
people from the water, Finally we said 
‘We had better go, we can't save any 
more.’ It was terribly cold in the 
water, Some of the people we assisted 
out were so numbed that It was only 
with the greatest difficulty we suc- 
ceeded in saving them.” 


TERRIBLE FIGHT FOR 
LIFE 1S DESCRIBED 
BY ONE RESCUED 


Toronto, Ont, June i—John Fow- 
ler, and Mrs, G. Cook, the only sur- 
viving members of a party of 25 from

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“BUSINESS” METHODS OF THE 
BORDEN LOAN OFFICE. 

The wildness of the Dominion Government's methods 
of financing its virtually bankrupt partner, the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway, becomes glaringly apparent in view of the 
statement of Premier Sifton that the taking of a second mort- 
gage by the Dominion Government on lines already mortgag- 
ed to the province practically releases the province from Its 
obligations to the Canadian Northern. The Premier is not 
alone in this view. On the contrary it is shared by representa- 
tives of other western provinces which have granted assist- 
ance to the Canadian Northern Railway. That does not mean 
that these governments are going to repudiate the responsi- 
bilities which they undertook willingly and with their eyes 
open in order to secure railway development in western pro- 
vinces. 

It is, however, a Curious commentary on the methods 
of the Borden administration that they are willing to take as 
security for a loan of $45,000,000—and more if it is asked 
for—a second mortgage on a property that already carries 
as heavy a mortgage as the provinces deemed safe, The busi- 
ness man does not need to have the position illustrated. Not 
a banking house or loan company in the dominion would lend 
money on such security. 

Supposing the provinces did repudiate their liability now 
that their mortgages are covered by the dominion govern, 
ment’s mortgage, what would be the position of the Dominion 
Government? Even the Dominion Government’s surpluses, 
swelled by receipts from the natural resources belonging to 
the western provinces, could not endure if Mr. Borden has to 
pay interest to all the holders of Canadian Northern bonds. 
Alberta alone has 2,276.57 miles of railway of the Canadian 
Northern and Canadian Northern Western under guarantee 
at a rate averaging $15,000 ner mile, representing a sum of 
$34,148,550, which bears interest at four to four and a half 
per cent, 

The province’s security consists of the completed lines 
which they can, under their guarantee legislation, take over 
it the company defaults in the payment of interest to the bond- 
holders. In the case of lines uncompleted the money is in the 
banks to the credit of the province and will not be paid out ex- 
cept on certificates for construction work done by the com- 
pany and passed upon by the railway department. This se- 
cures the province against any possibility of the money raised 
on the credit of Alberta being employed in other provinces, 
but there is the danger, as Premier Sifton points out, that the 
banks may be influenced to loan money to the Canadian Nor- 
thern on the strength of the money already deposited in the 
banks to the credit of the provincial treasurer, Canada has the 
reputation of having the best banking system in the world, 
but that reputation will not extend to the Borden administra- 
tion, 


CANADIAN PROBLEM MAY 
BECOME IMPERIAL ONE. 

As it affects Canada, the Hindu problem under the circum- 
stances may easily become an imperial one. The promoter and 
financier of the Hindu expedition now detained in Victoria 
harbor, Gundit Singh, is insisting that his compatriots have a 
right of entry into Canada because they are British subjects. 
He is said to have handed a representative of the Vancouver 
press a communication conveying the meaning that if Canada 
admits the Hindus all will be well for British rule in India, but 
contrariwise trouble willensue. In plain words the Hindu lead- 
er states that the object of the coming of the Hindus was to let 
the British government know how it could maintain its rule 
in India, 

Presumably the Komagaia Maru expedition is a scheme 
for tormenting the disaffection which has been lately obser- 
able in India, and which, not so very long ago, led to the das- 
tardly attempt on the life of its Viceroy Lord Hardinge. 

Sentiments, such as Gundit Singh expresses must give 
rise to the question whether the policy pursued by the gov- 
ernment of Great Britain to conquered nations altogether 
meets with the results anticipated by such a policy. In a nation 
accustomed for many centuries to have been held down by the 
iron heel of its rulers, any approach to a democratic form of 
government is apt to be misinterpreted. With equal rights al- 
lowed between conquerors and conquered there is an assump- 
tion of arrogance taken on by the latter, as the present incident 
and recent occurrences in India betoken. 

The Hindu in the particular case at Victoria apparently does 
not understand, or prefers not to understand, the sovereign 
rights of a portion of the Empire differently constituted to his 
own land. Education under British lines has evidently im- 
bued him with a sense of his own importance.

Meetings of Russian farmers in Al- 
berta are being held in various parts 
of the province to protest against the 
attack, {In their name, by the conser- 
vative newspaper, Nowyny, and its 
editor, R. Kremer, on the Hon. John R. 
Royle, minister of education and the 
government In connection with the de- 
partment of education’s policy on 
schools among foreigners. One of these 
meetings was held on Thursday night 
at Mundare and was attended by farm- 
ers from Mundare, Chipman, Shandro 
and other districts. 

A bitter attack was made on tho 
minister of education by Nowyny, on 
account of the printing of the Alberta 
school ordinance in the Russian 
Etymological precept, it being contend- 
ed by that paper that the people did 
not understand that language. This 
allegation was denled by several speak- 
ers at the meeting, among others by 
the Rev, Bozyk, pastor of the Russian 
Orthodox chureh at Mundare, the Rev. 
Korychynsky, a pioneer missionary 
among the Russian people of Alberta, 
by F. Fuyarchuk and M. Ostrowsky, 
as well as by numerous farmers. 
Similiar meetings have been held at 
Rabbit Hills and Wostok 

Those present at these meetings en- 
tirely disassociated themselves with 
the attacks made on the minister of 
education and denounced the tactics 
of Nowyny. 

Speakers present expressed the view 
that the language in which the clr- 
culars printed was the one they had 
always understood and they resented 
being styled Ukranians or Ruthentans 
by Nowyny,

When the Naturalization Bill was 
next taken up in committee, W. 1. 
Cockshutt raised the question as to 
whether an alien naturalized under this 
act could secure from the state de- 
partment the same passport and the 
saine protection from the Uritish as if 
he were a naturalized British subject. 
Mr. Doherty said that under the act, 
he would have all the rights and status 
of a natural born British subject and 
this, no doubt, included passports, 

Mr, Cockshutt instanced cases which 
had come to his own attention of 
aliens who had been naturalized {n 
Canuda and who had gone abroad and 
who had not been able to obtain British 
protection as they were not LDritish 
subjects, One Brantford citizen whu 
was a fully naturalized Canadian, re- 
turned to Bulgaria he said, during the 
course of the war, He was immediate- 
ly seized and compelled to fight and no 
redress was possible, The possibility 
of the repetition of such Instances 
should be placed beyond doubt in the 
present law. 

Difficult Problem 

Hon, Mr, Lemieux said that there 
were three or four hundred Hindus, 
British subjects, and old soldiers at the 
gates of Canada asking to be admitted.

: Montreal, Que, June 1.—Pending the 
final investigation into- the Empress 
disaster which has been promised by 
the marine department and which, ac- 
cording to a statement made by Wreck 
Commissioner Lindsay this morning, 
will be held In Montreal, little can be 
learned to throw Ught on the cause of 
the tragedy, Captain Kendall's state- 
ment has been offset to a little extent 
by that of Captain Anderson and the 
members of his crew and until further 
evidence is given on both sides before 
competent authority, it will be im- 
possible to say which of the two were 
at fault, This morning preliminary 
steps were Laken to conduct the in- 
vestigation but it is likely that several | 
days will elapse before the actual tak- 
ing of evidence will be gone on with. 

In the meantime the grim work of 
\dentification of the dead goes on at 
Quebec. So far, in the neighborhood 
of 100 bodies have been recognized and 
sent to their respective cities for 
burial, There still remains at Quebec, 
however, over 200 corpses and of these 
it is Likely that the greater part of 
them will go to an unknown grave. 
Many of them belonged to the steerage 
and as they came from every large cen- 
ter In America, even as far away as 
Minnesota and Los Angeles, it is alto- 
gether unlikely that their relatives, 
mostly foreigners from the lower cen- 
ters of Europe, will make no effort to 
claim) the remains. 

Pilot Nault, who navigated the Stor- 
stad up the St. Lawrence from Quebec, 
sald today that Captain Anderson told 
him that Anderson, his first officer, 
and Pilot Lachance, who brought the 
Storstad from Father Point to Quebec, 
were on the bridge at the time of the 
collision. 

Took in Much Water 

"On the way up the river,” continued 
Nault, “an examination was made to 
ascertain the extent of the damage done 
to the Storstad, As far as we could 
learn 20 plates forward had been 
sprung but the aft of the ship was un- 
damaged, At Quebec the Storstad 
took in so much water that we were 
obliged to flood the aft compartment 
in order to keep the ships bow up, 
There was no water in the hold of the 
Storstad. 

"Captain Anderson is deeply grieved 
over the tragedy. Several times during 
the trip from Quebec, T came upon hirn 
crying with his face buried in his 
hands, Captain Anderson told me he 
had been instructed not to talk about 
the accident.” 

One of the officers of the Storstad 
said today; : 

“At the time of the disaster I was 
lying in my bunk, IT was awakened by 
a shock and at first thought the ship 
had struck a rock, I ran to the deck 
and locked over the side. The Storstad 
was going full speed ssiern, The 
water around was filled with struggling 
men and women shouting for help. 
Tsoats were immediately lowered and 
there was not a man on the Storstad 
who did not do his best to help them, 

We in the boats brought the sur- 
vivors to the deck of the Storstad, 
from there they were taken into the 
engine room, the warmest place on 
board. Some of the survivors had 
been so numbed by the ice-cold water 
that they leaned up against the eylin- 
ders of the engine until they were blis- 
tered.” ats 

For Separate Commission. 

Ottawa, June 1—The house of com- 
inons lost no time this morning in fa- 
cilitating the passage of the amend- 
ment to the Shipping Act, which will 
give power to appoint a separate Com- 
mission to inquire into the Empress 
of Ireland disaster. 

With the unanimous consent of the 
house the bill was given both a first 
and second reading this morning and 
will get a third rending tomorrow, 
wher It will be sent to the senate. 

Hon, J. D, Hazen, who introduced 
the amendment, explained that under 
the present act the minister had pow- 
er to form a board composed of some 
government official or judge. 

Only one commissioner could be ap- 
pointed and the government could not} 
go outside of these classes as a mem- 
ber of the board. It was felt that in 
ease of the Empress of Ireland tt was 
one where there should be the most 
searching Inquiry. 

He proposed an additional clause to 
the bill where, in case of extreme 
gravity, the minister may appoint 
“two or more fit persons” to conduct 
an investigation. In the present case 
it was proposed to appoint two judges 
and a member named by the British 
government. 

As Great Britain was deeply inter- 
ested and the Empress of Ireland of 
Eritish register, it was felt it was only 
proper to have the assistance and co- 
operation of the British authorities. 

There was no doubt, however, of 
their own authority to conduct the In- 
quiry as the accident had taken place 
in British waters. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier sald he agreed 
entirely with the bill and commended 
the minister for his action. There 
should be the most ample inquiry into 
the disaster. He also thought the sug- 
geation of having /a British reprer@ntcy | 
tive on the board an excellent one, both 
because of the boat being of British 
register and because of the experi- 
ence of British admiralty experts, 

The opposition was willing to facili- 
tate the passing of the bill, he said. 

Not Blaming Government.

Coroner Issues Orders for Re- 
moval of Fifty Bodies 
Already Recognized 


‘JEWELLERY COLLECTED 
TO BE USED AS CLUES 


Sir Henry ‘Seton- Kerr, Big 
Game Hunter, Among the 
List of Known Dead 


Quebec, June 1—The work of identi- 
fying the bodies was a long and tedious 
procedure which began about half an 
hour before noon and was carried on 
until night. Coroner Jolicoeur then de- 
cided to put off the further identifca- 
tions until today, when they will pro- 
ceed until noon, and after that the 
temporary morgue will be closed to 
everybody except the coroner and the 
C.P.R. and immigration officials, who 
will make a thorough search of all 
the caskets and the bodies in order to 
secure all the belongings, such as jew- 
elry or the Hike, which will serve to 
establish the names of the bodles after 
they have decomposed beyond recogni- 
tion. 

According to the names which have 
been attached to the caskets by rela- 
tives or friends and by the record kept 
by Coroner Jolicoeur of the certificates 
which he has used, permitting the re- 
moval of bodies, there are at least 80 
of them identified. Of that number 
Coroner Jolicoeur has issued permits 
for the remoyal of 60 bodies, most of 
which were shipped to their respective 
destinations last night, One of the 
last and most important cases of iden- 
tification was that of Sir Henry Seton- 
Kerr, the big game hunter,
